although sentiment obviously was 
overwhelming in favor of such legis- 
lation later. 

As completed, the Senate bill's prin- 
cipal sections provide: Authority for 
the President to embargo exports 
when he finds that “the public safety 
and welfare so require” (not in the

House measure). 

Authority for the Postoffice Depart- 
ment to censor mails and exclude mail 
matter deemed seditious, anarchistic 
or treasonable, and making its mail- 
ing punishable under heavy penalties. 
(Not in the House bill.) 

For punishment of espionage, de- 
fined in most detailed terms, includ- 
ing wrongful use of military infor- 
mation. 

For the control of merchant vessels 
in American waters. 

Punishment for conveyance of false 
reports interfering with military oper- 
ations, wilful attempts to cause dis- 
affection in the military or naval 
forces or obstruction of recruiting. 

For the seizure of arms and muni- 
tions and prohibition of their expor- 
tation under certain conditions. 

For penalizing conspirators designed 
to harm American foreign relations or 
for destruction of property within .the 
United States. 

For increased restrictions upon is- 
suance of passports, with penalties 
for their forgery or false procure- 
ment. 

For miterial extension of the power 
to issue search warrants for inspec- 
tion of premises. 

The clause giving the President 
power to embargo exports was te- 
tained in the bill virtually as drafted 
by Administration officials.

We frequently heur specialists de- 
claring that the health of mankind de- 
pends upon the proper care of that 
portion of the body upon which they 
specialize. Now, the human organism | 
Is so complicated an affair that nobody 
is safe in putting such a sweeping re- | 
sponsibility upon any one organ; yet 
there are many who will say the dental | 
surgeon, when he makes his claim that 
defective teeth have more to do with 
physical degeneration in mankind than 
any other member gone wrong, has 
nore behind him than some of his 
brother specialists. 

His claim that cannot be} 
chedked off ibe exactness, but we do 
know through scientific investigation, | 
as well as from experience in practice, | 
that defective teeth cause a great deal 
of il henlth: ond Tam one of those 
who will go us far as to say that care 
of teeth from infancy onward brings 
certainly us great, and possibly great- 
er, rewards than like care of any other 
one organ, 

It wonder men and women do 
not take better care of their teeth, not 
because of the benefit to health—be- 
that seems to be the last thing 
we could hope to have any influence, 
Dut beceuse there is nothing that adds 
more to the personal appearance of 
mann or woman than a beautiful set of 
teeth. If, for instance, some women 
would puy as much attention to their 
teeth us they do to, putting splotches 
of paint on their faces, they would 
not only be more uttractive personally 
but would enjoy better health. 

The mouth and nose are the bustest 
ports of entry for disease in the hu- 
man body. The mouth, particularly 
When the teeth are defective, retains 
Inuny germs that would produce dis- 
euse, and the environment will furnish 
that which promotes their multiplica- 
tion. 

The mucous membrane of the 
mouth is in itself quite resistful to dis- 
ease germs, yet at times it Decomes 
infected and the pus-forming germs 
bore their way into the bones of the 
face, producing long suffering, disfig- 
urement wnd sometimes even proceed 
until they destroy the Hfe of the tndi- 
vidual.

The most perfect clocks are used in 
astronomical observatories.

In order 
to run so perfectly, a clock must not 
only be constructed and adjusted with 
the greatest care, but must be installed 
in a special room, such as an under- 
ground vault, where the temperature 
is practically uniform.
